REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMON. 


In order to carry out the terms expressed in Mr. Whitcomb’s will 
the committee were unanimous in opinion that it was essential for the 
town to have a permanent plan to work by from year to year. 

In accordance with vote of the town the committee first employed 
for advice and to examine the premises Mr. Ernest W. Bowditch, civil 
engineer and landscape architect. ‘ 

The various schemes suggested with reference to the expenditure 
of the Whitcomb legacy, were referred to Mr. Bowditch, who ina 
general way reported to the committee as follows: 


Boston, Feb. 21, 1895. 
A. S. Woop, Esq., Hancock, N. H., 

DEAR Sir:—In studying over the plan for improvements at Han- 
cock it becomes very evident that the land between Main street and 
Norway pond, should, on some basis or other, be treated as part and 
parcel of the common. I mean by this, land owned by Davis, Hill 
and Alcock, and running on the shores of the pond from opposite the 
old cemetery to the new cemetery. Any public paths which may be 
laid out would count for very much more if arranged near the water 
than if built through the woods back of the school-house; and the ac- 
quiring of that portion of the shore of the lake by the town would 
make it possible for the town to maintain a public boat and bathing- 
house in summer, and would render it possible for citizens to get ice 
without trespassing on any private property to do so. In considering 
the plan for improvements, therefore, the committee want to remem- 
ber that 1 have not confined my studies to the arbitrary limits of the 
common, but rather to the common and land immediately adjacent 
that could probably be acquired at a reasonable figure, and that 
should be acquired if it is desired to produce satisfactory and harmoni- 
ous results, Yours very truly,

Later on Mr. Bowditch by coutract made a thorough survey, pre- 
pared and furnished plans for the reclamation and embellishment of 
the public common, said plans have been furnished and presented to 
to the town, and by vote approved and adopted. 

Mr. Bowditch was very decided that any plans he might prepare in 
the end would not prove satisfactory unless made with reference to 
the towns acquiring the land on the shore of the pond from the new 
cemetery to some point near and opposite present entrance to the old 
cemetery. After correspondence the committee decided to have the 
plans prepared as recommended. Thinking it will interest citizens 
we present one of Mr. Bowditch’s letters. 
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Boston, May Ist., 1894. 
ALDEN S. Woon, Esq., Hancock, N. H., 

DEAR Sik:—Referring to the matter of the Hancock common and 
the public street, I would report, that in my judgment, the two 
should be considered at the same time, so far as a general scheme is 
concerned, and that a reasonable expenditure on the whole project 
will make the premises look vastly more attractive, both to residents 
and guests, than they can possibly look now. 

The street is now entirely too broad for the business that is carried 
on, and is not properly graded either on its own cross-section or on 
its length, and the natural result is. that, though the soil is unusu- 
ally porous, water lodges in the middle of the road after every rain 
storm, and the conditions in mid-winter (with which I am unfamiliar) 
must be very uncomfortable for pedestrians. 

Probably there is not business enough to warrant a general roadbed 
over twenty feet in width, and certainly thirty feet would be ample 
for any season of the year. If, therefore, the present road bed should 
be narrowed to a uniform width of thirty feet, and the ground on 
either side, between the limits of the thirty foot road bed and the 
property lines, laid down as lawns, reserving only spaces wide enough 
for paths, the result will be something much more attractive than it 
is now. 

Without having proper surveys made, it is a little difficult to tell, 
definitely, in regard to the matter, but it would be my judgment, that 
there is now material enough on the roadbed to do what re-grading. 
may be necessary, with the possible exception of loam for the lawns 
at the sides of the street and paths. Re-grading, as indicated above, 
had better be supplemented by taking away, as far as possible, the 
front fences, and, when necessary re-painting buildings with harmoni- ° 
ous colors, and by providing for the road bed adequate drainage for 
the surface water, either by catch basins alone at proper intervals in 
the gutters, or catch basins with over flows connected with one large 
pipe delivering either back of the church or back of the new school- 
house; and remembering that, under no condition must house sewage 
be allowed to connect with the drain, even indirectly. In the re-ar- 
rangement of the common I should be glad to eliminate, so far as 
possible, the present appearance of the horse sheds that are used in 
connection with the church, arranging them if possible in a rough 
half-circle back of the church, and further, removing the old hearse 
house from the corner of the old cemetery, and either taking down 
a portion of the wall around the east and north ends of the old bury- 
ground, or, at least, concealing it by a vigorous plantation of lilacs; 
after these removals and changes have been made [ think a lowering 
of the grade immediately in front of the school-house would help the 
appearance of the building, and a plantation of enough evergreens on 
either end of the building would give it a more decided background 
than now exists, which, if followed up by a re-painting of the build- 
ing with two shades of red or brown (painting to be.done when the 
building needs a new coat) the outline of the common would be made 
much more interesting than it is now. 


In addition to what I have outlined above, if the ground between 
the church and the new cemetery, continuing down to the edge of 
the pond, can be cleared and treated as if it were part and parcel of 
the common, the appearance both from the village and street and from 
the railway, will be very much more interesting than it is now. 


I should not favor the building of a driveway on the edge of the 
pond, as the banks, which are now covered with a very pretty wild 
growth, would be very seriously injured, and the cost of doing it and 
putting the banks in order afterwards, would be entirely out of propor- 
tion to the results obtained.

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I should consider that the acquisition of the woodland south and 
southwest of the school-house would be a very desirable acquisition, 
particularly if hard wood trees could be made to predominate in the 
growth, and the poplars all excluded. 


Referring once more to the old burying ground, it is assumed that 
its use becomes less and less each year. If this assumption is correct 
it would be desirable to set out trees from time to time, with the idea 
of eventually having a growth of fine wood without much under- 
brush, because such growth would give the dignity that is wanted, 
which is usually lacking in an old disused burial ground, and obviate 
in a large degree, the necessity for keeping the premises in order, 
which is so desirable and yet so difficult to provide for when the 
premises are no longer used 


Regarding the project of terracing the side of the hill south and 
west of the school-house, it is hardly probable that such a proposi- 
tion was ever made in seriousness, because not only would such orna- 
mental work be entirely out of keeping with the whole tone of the 
place and lack in harmony with everything as it now exists, but the 
first cost of the same, let alone the cost of maintaining it, could not 
fail to be largely in excess of the total amount of the fund as it now 
exists. 


If the town or any of its individual citizens could see a way clear to 
the introduction of public water from any one of half a dozen avail- 
able sources, it would be a very great improvement. 


The simplest treatment of the ground in question coupled with 
some water feature in the shape of a fountain would seem to be the 
wisest solution of the problem—remembering all the time that the 
ground is a common and in no sense a public garden—and that the 
village of Hancock is a picturesque iittle New England village with a 
limited income, and not a large municipality that is both wealthy 
and ambitious. 

First impressions are apt to be lasting ones, and a sheet of water 
such as now exists at Hancock, supplemented by a reasonably well- 
planned common with good roadside trees and an attractive village 
street, would, I think, prove more pleasing to the summer guests and 
to the citizens as well, than would anything more ambitious. 


The cost of preparing the preliminary work I should figure at $350, 
divided into $100 for a preliminary survey, and $250 for a general plan 
and sufficient details to cover two years’ work. Just what proportion 
could be fairly chargable to the town it is a little difficult to say, 
though I should think the total expenditure on their part of $100 
ought to be sufficient to prepare such plans of the public street as 
would cover the ground thoroughly. 

The scheme in general would be to send a party of three engineers 
from this office to make the preliminary survey and then to submit to 
the selectmen and the committee on common one or more pencil trac- 
ings, indicating in a general way what seemed to be wise to adopt; after 
decision had been reached to make the plans up in pen and ink, giv- 
ing such details as might be needed for any reasonably intelligent per- 
son to carry out. The time that would be necessary to make the sur- 
vey and prepare the preliminary drawings wovld be not less than one 
month, and I should not be ready to say that satisfactory drawings 
could be prepared and details made up in less than two months,

The owners of twelve old horse sheds gave to the town all the 
interest they had in the same, and the sheds were removed without 
expense. 
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In accordance with votes of the town all remaining sheds have been 
purchased and removed. 

Generally owners of sheds were reasonable in regard to compensa- 
tion; fora few more has been paid than we considered the value of 
any interest the parties may have had in the sheds, but as it was a 
matter of only a few dollars we purchase the sheds rather than con- 
fiscate them. Citizens can draw their own conclusions. 

The town appropriated $1200 from the Whitcomb legacy to pay for 
the purchase and removal of the horse sheds on the common, and the 
substitution of new ones. It has cost to remove the old sheds $209. 
From the appropriation $991 has been expended in the construction 
of new sheds and must be accounted for by the town to the Whit- 
comb legacy. Building of the wing wall and grading west of the 
church, and for the new sheds has been expensive, but considering 
the utility and repelling appearance for a long time existing when the 
whole scheme is completed this will be found has been an important 
part of the work. 

The new sheds will need painting the coming season and we recom- 
mend building the wing wall east of the church, and completion of 
the grading around the church and new sheds. 

That the planting in contemplation around the common may com- 
mence as soon as possible we recommend that the changes and grad- 
ing necessary shall be attended to as soon as funds are available. 

The committee recommend that the town take into consideration 
the erection of more horse sheds, also the disposal of surface water 
which now accumulates in the gutter along that part of the main 
street running through the common. 

In accordance with votes of the town provisions of the Hosley grant 
and conditions of Mr. Whitcomb’s will the committee decided to rent 
the new horse sheds, having in view to make the burden as reasonable 
for those who desire torent sheds as would be consistent with pro- 
tection of the town’s interests. Taking into consideration the in- 
come now received from our trust funds we judge the annual rental 
established is equitable for the present. 

To the regret of his associates Mr. Copeland in September resigned 
his position as a member of the committee. William D. Fogg was 
appointed to fill the vacancy and elected treasurer. 

How the funds placed at the disposal of the committee have been 
expended we refer to the reports of Treasurers Copeland and Fogg.

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Rules and Regulations with Reference to Sheds. 


The committee of the town of Hancock, appointed by the town for 
the purpose of the reclamation, embellishment, etc., of the public 
common, under the provisions of the Hosley grant and the Whit- 
comb legacy, hereby adopt the following rules and regulations with 
reference to the sheds erected or to be erected upon said common. 


First. The annual rental for each of said sheds shall be two dollars 
per annum, payable in advance, on or before the first day of January 
in each year. 


Second. The choice of sheds shall be determined by bidding for 
the same at a meeting of the citizens, appointed by said committee 
for that purpose, and the money received for such choice of sheds 
shall be paid to the secretary of said committee, and be a part of the 
fund appropriated for the purpose of the reclamation and embellish- 
ment of said common. 


Third. The person obtaining the right to the use of a shed, upon 
said bidding for choice, shali have the right to occupy the same so 
long as he shall pay the rentalin advance and conform to all the rules 
prescribed by said committee, with reference to the occupation of 
said sheds. 


Fourth. If, after said bidding for choice, there shall remain any 
sheds unselected at said bidding for choice, the said remaining sheds 
or any that may be vacated. may be rented by said committee to any 
person who shall make application therefor in writing, to the secre- 
tary of said committee, and the secretary shall keep a record of said 
application and of the date of its receipt. 


Fifth. No person shall occupy such shed for storage purpose to 
the exclusion of any person who may desire to use a shed for the pur- 
pose of stabling his horse and carriage upon the Sabbath. 


Sixth. The sheds shall be maintained in proper condition and re- 
pair by the town, but any unusual damage occasioned by the lessee 
of a shed shall be repaired by the town through this committee, at 
the expense of the lessee, and any lessee failing to pay the same shall 
forfeit his right to the occupation and use. of said shed, and to any 
rental he may have paid for the same. A condition of the rental of a 
shed shall be that the same may be occupied by persons other than 
the lessee on occasion of funerals. Another condition is there shall 
be no defacement, marking, writing, printing, advertisements, poster 
or notice of any kind, placed on, in or about said sheds. 


Seventh. The secretary of said committee shall pay over to the 
treasurer of said committee all moneys received by him under these 
rules, and the treasurer of said committe shall report the same to the 
town, in order that the same may be applied to the fund created by 
the terms of the Whitcomb legacy.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


On account of the change in the school laws requiring the school 
year to begin August Ist of each year instead of April as formerly, 
the School Board can only report, for the short school year beginning 
April 1 and ending August 1, 1895. 

During this time our usual spring terms have been maintained, and 
we would give due credit to both teachers and scholars for very ac- 
ceptable results attained. Never, to our knowledge, has the work of 
our schools gone on more pleasantly or harmoniously amongst all 
concerned, and we believe that these pleasant relations between 
teacher and scholars have accounted in some instances for the zeal 
and interest manifested by the pupils in their studies. 


On account of lack of scholars in what was formerly No. 5, it was 
thought best not to maintain a school there, and arrangements were 
made whereby the children were conveyed to No. 6, the two com- 
bined making quite a pleasant school. 


A change in the laws relating to text books now permits new books 
to be introduced whenever the School Board deem it advisable. Our 
only change has been the introduction of Stickney’s first and second 
readers, and also Thompson’s first, to replace others too badly worn 
to be of service. 


In conclusion, we would emphasize the importance of prompt and 
regular attendance, and invite parents and all interested to assist in 
making our schools successful, bearing in mind that the only safe- 
guard for the future of our country is through the proper training 
and education of our children.
